‘The Body of a St. Thomas Man Found 
With His Throat Cut, 


FELL FROM A FREIGHT TRAIN.

Sr, Tomas, Deo, 1.—The coroner's jary 
sapesnsied in the Allen onse viewed the 
body and adjourned to the court house. 
The evidence of two sons and a daughter 
in-law of the deceased was taken, but fail 
ed to throw any more light on the tragedy, 
The coroner and chief of police claim that 
suicide was impossible under the olroum- 
stances The inquest was adjourned for 
one week, Deceased loay wife and nine 
children. He was insured for $5,000, 

The body of Roger Allen was found yea. 
torday lying near the Grand Trunk track, 
in the north-eastern part of the city. His 
throat was cut from ear to ear, and evi- 
dences of a nevere struggle wore found, 
It iusupposed he was murdered by some 
party or parties unknown, 


FELL FROM A FREIGHT TRAIN. 


A Respectable Looking Man Killed on the 
Grand Trunk Near Mimico. 


Toronto, Dec, 1,—A man was found on 
the Grant Trank track near Mimico you. 
terday with both logs cutoff. He Was 
brought to Toronto and taken to St, 
Michael's Hospital, where he died an hour 
later. He had fallen from a freight train, 

His name was James Duffy, and recent 
he had been working in Indiana, Du: y 
sald his wife's folks lived at Napanee, and 
he was trying to gothere. He said he had 
# wife and four children, but he did not 
know where thoy were, He thought por- 
haps they might be at Napanee, 

‘This was all the man had a chance to 
say before he again became unconscious, 
He had been exposed to the coal for two 
hours, and said he was conscious for an 
hour and suffered agony. 

He was 35 years old, well dreased and 
had the appearance of refinement and re- 
spectability, 

Coroner Johnson has been notified, and 

i will probably hold an inquest on the body.

A Trans-Paciile Cable. 

The proposal of Sandford Fleming for a 
trans-Pacitic cable, which he intends sub- 
mitting to the Canadian and Australian 
Governments, contains four alternate 
routes, all of which will haye Vancouver 
as the Canadian terminus, The proponed 


rate of two shillings for transmission over } 


the new cable would rednce the rate be 
tween Australia and England to $s, 6d. per 
word, in place of 4s. 9d. as at present. 
Assuming the fixed charges to be £144,350 
a year, and the cable to be completed in 
1897, Mr, Fleming estimates a deficienoy 
of £31,000, £20,000 and £3,000 for 1897, 
1898 and 1809 respectively. The fourth 
year there would be a surplus of £2,000, 
which would increase gradually to £60,000 
in g1006. These figuresinclude provision 
for extinguishing the subsidies now paid.

The Guarantee the Canadian Pacific Will 
Ank for, 


Optawd, Dec, 2.—In reference to the 
guarantee the C.P.R, will ask Parliament 
for next session, in connection with their 
debenture stock, it will be remembered 
that an act was passed at last session of 
Parliament authorizing the company to 
issue preferred stock to the extent of one- 
half of its ordinary stock. This practi- 
cally gaye the company power to issue 
and pell $32,500,000 of preferred stook, as 
its outstanding shares amount to $ 
000,000. This power was given the co: 
pany by its original charter, but was 
seepeaned by an act subsequently passed 
authorizing the Government to loan the 

company $30,000,000 to prevent the com- 
pany from creating a lien on its road 
which would take precedence of the mort- 
gage taken by the Government to secure 
itsloan. In view of the statement rec- 
ently made by Mr. VanHorn as to the 
satisfactory manner in which the recent 
sale of 37,000,000 preferred stock was met 
in London, some surprise {fs felt at the 
present proposal. Should the Government 
consent to ask Parliament to do this and 
the necessary legislation be secured, then 
there would be no difficnity in selling the 
preferred stock.

How many old peo- 
ple are there in your house? One, two or 
none? How many in a yast assemblage 
like this? Only hereanud there a gray head, 
like the patches of snow hero and there in 
the fields om alate April da: The fact is 
that the tides of the years aro so strong that 
men go down under them before they get 
to be 60, before they get to be 50, before 
they get to be 40, before they get to be 80; 
and if you, my young brother, resolve now 
that you will spend the morning of your 
days in devouring the prey the probability 
fw that you will never divide the spoils 
io the evening hour, He who postpones 
until old age the religion of Jesus Christ 
postpones ic forever, 

Where are the men who, 80 years ago, re 
solved to become Christians in old age, put- 
ting it off a certain number of years? They 
never got to be old. ‘The railroad collision, 
orthe steamboat explosion, or the slip om 
the icé; or the falling ladder, or the sudden 
cold put an end to thelr opportunities. 
They have neyer had an opportunity since, 
and never will have an opportunity again. 
They locked the door of heaven against 
their soul, and they threw away the keys, 

‘They chased the world, and they died inthe 
chase, The wounded tiger turned on them. 
They failed to take the game they pursued. 
Mounted on a swift courser, they leaped 
the hedge, but the courser fell'on them and 
crushed them. Proposing to barter their 
soul for the world, they lost both and got 
neither. 


LIFE’S BRIEF DAY, 

While this is an encouragement to old 
people who are still unpardoned, it is no 
encouragement to the young who are put 
ting off the day of grace, This doctrine 
that the old may be repentant is to be tak- 
en cautiously. It is medicine that kills or 
cures. The same medicine given to differ- 
ent patients, in one case it saves life and in 
the other it destroys it, This possibility of 
repentance at the close of life may cure the 
old man while it kills the young. Becau- 
tious In taking it. 

Again, my subject is descriptive of those 
who come to a sudden and radical change. 
You have noticed how short a time it is 
from morning to night—only seven or 
eight hours. You know that the day has 
a very brief life. Its heart beats 24 times, 
and then it is dead. How quick this transi- 
tion in the character of these Benjamites! 
“In the morning they shall devour the 
prey, and at night they shall diyide the 
spoils.” Is it possible that there shall be 
such a transformation in any of our char- 
acters? Yes, a man may be at 7 o'clock in 
the morning an all devouring worldling, 
and at 7o’clock at night he may bea peace 
ful, distributive Christian. 

Conversion is instantaneous A man 
passes into the kingdom of God quicker 
than down the sky runs zigzag lightning. 
A man may be anxious about his soul fora 
great many years; that does not make him 
a Christian. A man may pray a great 
while; that does not make him a Christian. 
A man may resolve on the reformation of 
bis character and have that resolution go- 
fug on agreat while; that does not make 
him a Christian. But the very instant 
when he flings his soul on the mercy of Je 
sus Christ, that instant is lustration, 
emancipation, resurrection. Up to that 
point he is going in the wrong direct! on; 
after that point he is going in the right di- 
rection. Before that moment he isa child 
of sin; after that moment he is a child of 
God, Before that moment devouring the 
prey; after that moment dividing the 
spoil. Five minutes is as good as five 
years. 

My hearer, you know very well that the 
best things you have done you have done 
ina flash. You made up your mind in an 
instant to buy, or to sell, or to invest, or to 
stop, or tostart. If you had missed that 
one chance, you would have missed {t for- 
ever. Now, just as precipitate and quick 
and spontaneous will be the ransom of your 
soul. Some morning you were making a 
calculation, You got on the track of some 
financial or social game. With your pen or 
pencil you were pursuing it. That very 
morning you were devouring the prey, but 
that very night you were in a different 
mood, You found that all heaven was of- 
fered you. You wondered how you could 
get it for yourself and for your family. 
You wondered what resources it would 
give you now and hereafter. You are di- 
viding peace and comfort and satisfaction 
and Christian reward in your soul You 
are dividing the spoil. 

RELIGION MAKES MAN MASTER. 

One Sabbath night at the close of the 
service I said to some persons, “When did 
you first become serious about your soul?’’ 
And they told me, “Tonight.” And I said 
to others, “When did you give your heart 
to God?” And they said, “Tonight.” And 
Tsaid to still others, “When did you re 
solve to serve the Lord all the days of your 
life?” And they said, Tonight.” I saw 
by the gayety of their apparel that when 
the grace of God struck AGS they were de- 
youring the prey, but I saw also in the 
flood of joyful tears, and in the kindling 
raptures on their brow, and in their exhila- 
rant and transporting utterances, that they 
were dividing the spoil. 

If you have been in this building when 
the lights are struck at night, you know 
that with one touch of electricity they are 
all blazed. Oh, I would to God that the 
darkness of your s¢uls might be broken up 
and that by one quick, overwhelming, {n- 
stantanecous flash of illumination you 
might be brought into the light and the 
liberty of the sons of God! 

You see that religion isa different thing 
from what some of you people supposed. 
You thought it was a decadence, You 
thought religion was maceration, You 
thought it was highway robbery; that it 
struck one down and left him half dead; 
that it plucked out the eyes; that it plucked 
out the plumes of the soul; that it broke 
wing and crushed the beak as it came 
wing with its blaek talons through the 
air. No, that is not religion. 

What is religion? It ts dividing the 
spoil, Itis taking a defenscless soul and 
panoplying it foreternal conquest. It is the 
distribution of prizes by the king's hand, 
every medal stamped with a coronation. It 
is an exhilaration, expansion. It is impara- 
disation, It is eonthronement. Religion 
makes a man master of earth, of death and 
hell, It goes forth to gather the medals of 
victory won by Prince Emanuel, and the 
diadems of heaven, and the glory of realms 
terrestrial and celestial, and then, after 
ranging all worlds for everything that is 
resplendent, it divides the spoils. 

What was it that James Turner, the fa- 
mous English evangelist, was doing when in 
his dying moments he sald: “Christ fs alll 
OCbrist is alll’ Why, he was entering into 
light, He was rounding the Cape of Good 
Hope. He was dividing t oll What

Mr Adam Brown Greatly Disnppotnted 
His audtenco Last Night 

A large number of the best citaeos of 
Bellevile assembled inthe Opsri House 
last night to hear and see Mr. Adam 
Prown’s illustrated lecture on the World's 
Fair, attracted thither by the .euloyistic 
notices and comments inserted inthe |. cal 
papers. We regret to have to say so, but 
we express the sentiments of all or nearly 
all present whon we say the entertain- 
ment was a very disappointing one in

A Representative of the State Department 
Sets Sall for Honotniu.

OUT IN THE SNOW. 


The Body of a Poor Old Woman Found 
Frozen to Death. 

laanto0x, Dec, 6.—Lying in the ditch 
and covered with snow, the body of a 
woman was found near Terryberry’s 
Corbera on the James street Monntain 
road by Arthur Kempt on Monday. How 
long it had been thera Kempt could not 
tell, us he made the discovery accidentally. 

Coroner Brandon rode out and examined 
the body with view of ascertaining if an 
inquest was necessary.

In her right arm the poor woman helda 
loaf of bread and some butter, which was 
tied in an apron and wound over her hand 
to keep it warm, ‘There was a red mitten 
on the left hand, The clothes on the 
body were poor and ragged, consisting of 
a black dress and shawl, a Cardigan 
jacket aud a brown hood, The coroner 
voncluded that an inquest was noneces- 


When the body reached the city it was 
identified as that of Mra Ellen Long, an 
old weazen-faced woman who Was a fam: 
iliar figure on the street, ‘T'wo daughters 
of the deceased live in this city, aud they 
haye arranged that she shall have a proper 
burial. One of them rented a room for 
her at 100 Caroline st&et north, but the 
old woman was seldom there, =She was 
more frequently seen on the street, 

Phe deceased was born in Troland, aud 
was about 70 years old.

Hor the past 
fourteen years he has been almost helpless 
and on Monday the last drop of Dlood loft 
his body, He commanded the vessel that 
carried the firet American flag np to Balti- 
more during the riot, and also pulled the 
receiving ship out of that port while the 
Confederate guns were trained upon his 
vessel. Captain Hunter was decorated 
with amedal of honor by President Lin- 
coln for meritorious conduct and bravery.

The water which is found 
in all alcoho'ic L.quors woul! queach thirst 
if it wore separated from ghe slcohol and 
even in spite of itdoes a little im that 
way. butasually this water contains so 
much that is offensive and unhealthy that 
if the alcuhol were taken out it would be 
as distastefuland nusty 43 sewer water. 
Perhaps then it is a food. What are 
foods? Speaking vroadly we can divide 
them into two olasses, Mesh formers and 
body warmers or those which build up or 
repair the bodily waste, Does alcohol do 
eithor? The very best authonities deny 
it. Drs. Dumerial, Dumarqiay and Le-}

alcohol simply reduces the temperature, 
The experiments of numerous scientists to 
Germany, England, France, Austria and 
Italy clearly demonscrate ths.

total may be conceived. The Tories laud 
the N. P., and to all criticisms they reply 
that the people have endorsed it time and 
time again.

THE FROST OF NEAVEN. 

But I must go farther and speak of the 
frost as a jeweler, As tho snow is frozen 
rain, 80 the frost is frozon dew. God trans 
formes it from a liquid into acrystal, It in 
thedew glorified. In the thirty-cighth chag- 
ter of that inspired drania, the book of 
Job, God says to the inspired dramatist 
with ecstatic interrogation, ‘The hoary 
frost of heaven, who hath gendered it?’ 
God there asks Job if he knows the parent 
age of the frost, He inquires about its 
pedigree. Hoe suggests that Job study up 
the frost’s genealogical line, A minute be: 
fore God had asked about the parentage of 
a raindrop in words that years ago gave me 
a suggestive text for asermon, Hath the 
rain a father?” But now the Lord Al- 
mighty {s catechising Job about the frost, 
He practically says: ‘Do you know its fa- 
ther? Do you know its mother? In what 
cradle of the leayes did the wind rock it? 
‘The hoary frost of heaven, who hath gen- 
dered it??” 

He {s a stupid Christian who thinks 50 
much of the printed and bound Bible that 
he neglects the Old Testament of the 
fields, nor reads the wisdom and kindness 
and beauty of God written in blossoms on 
the orchard, in sparkles on the lake, in 
stars on the sky, in frost on the meadows. 
The greatest jeweler of all the earth is the 
frost, ‘There {s nothing more wonderful 
in all crystallography. Some morning in 
December a while continent is found be- 
sprent with diamonds, the result of one 
night's work by this jeweler, 

Do you make the depreciatory remark 
that the frost is impermanent and will last 
only two or three hours? What of that? 
We go into London tater and look at the 
crown jewels of England, but we areina 
procession that the guards keep moving on, 
and five minutes or less are your only op 
portunity of looking at those crowa jew- 
els, but at the crown jewels bestarred of 
the frost im parks and flelds you may stand 
to look deliberately and for hours, 1nd no 
one to tell you to move on, 

NATURE'S DIADEM OF BEAUTY, 

Oh, these regalias and diadems of beauty 
flung out of heaven! Kings and queens on 
celebrative days have come riding through 
the streets throwing handfuls of silver and 
gold among the people, but the queen of 
the winter morning is the only queen rich 
enough to throw pearls, and the king of 
frost the only king rich enough to throw 
opals and sapphires and diamonds, Homer 
describes anecklace ofamber given to Penel- 
ope, but the frost necklaces 4 ‘continent. 
The carcanet of precious stones given to 
Harmonia had pinions of orange jasper and 
white moonstone and Indian agate, but it 
was 4 misfortune to any one who owned or 
inberited it, and its history, generation aft- 
er generation, was a history of disaster, but 
the regalia of frost is the good fortune of 
every morning that owns it. 

Tbe imperial household of Louis XVI 
could not afford the diamond necklace 
which had been ordered for Queen Marie 
Antoinette, and it was stolen and taken 
apart and lost, but the necklace that the 
frost puts on the wintry morning, though 
made of as many brilliants as the withered 
glass blades, is easily afforded by divine 
opulence and is never lost, but after its 
use in the coronation of the flelds is taken 
back to heaven, O men and women, ac- 
customed togo Into ecstasy when in foreign 
travel you come upon the historical gems 
of nations, whether the jewel be called the 
Mountain of Glory, or the Sea of Light, or 
the Crown of the Moon, or the Eye of Al- 
lah, or the Star of Sarawak, or the Koh-i- 
poor, Limplead you study the jewels strewn 
all round your wintry home and realize 
that “by tho breath of God frost is given.”

Americans Determined to Resist the Ke- 
storation of the Deposed Queen, 

Sax Krancisco, Dec. 9.—The schooner 
Transit arrived last night, bringing the 
following letter from the United Press cor- 
respondent at Honolulu;—'' After the 
steamer Alameda sailed Minister Willis 
stated that nothing definite would be dope 


here until he had received a reply to de- | 


spatches sent to Washington, In an in- 
terview with a reporter Minister Willis 
said that any trouble precipitated on either 
side would be stopped at once by the 
United States forces. 

‘President Dole called upon Minister 
Willis on the 17th to inquire how far the 
United States authority would be carried 
in case of an emergency, The provisional 
government seems to be fully satistied 
with Willis’ reply, It is’ reliably stated 
that President Dole informed Minister 
Willis that the provisional government 
would require no aid from the 
States unless called for, and 
any breach of the peace that might 
oveur would be speedily dealt with 
by the Hawaiian Government, and that 
they would aid him in keeping the peace, 
Troops are kept fully armed and ready for 
action at a moment's notice, 

“Prominent Americans assert that the 
restoration of the Queen shall ngt take 
place. There are about 1,500 rifles with a 
full supply of ammunition in the hands 
of private citizens which the Queen's 
forces could not secure, in case of restora: 
tion. Itis taken as a fact that the Pro- 
visional Government and resident Ameri- 
cans would suroly resist either a compro 
mise or a restoration, Minister Willis 
stated he was confident that legislation 
fayorable to the Hawaiian Islands would 
soon be enacted in the United States,”

Mr, J JBElint read an interesting prper 
last ovening 19 Mechanics Hall before 
the Soolal Science Club, He sketched the 
oarly history of Venice from the time 
when wars drove her from the mainland 
to the group of islands io the Meditorran- 
‘at the head of Adriatic Gulf whea the 
4 Queon of the Adriatio held sway for 
Very soon a fleet was 
formed, and connections oscablished with 
foreign countries. Wars, however, foroed 
a terrible drain upon the island city, and 
her government compelled many wealthy 
citizens ts loan their bullion to tho 
goveroment, The goverament opeued 
bouks in which these loans were severally 
credited,,and upon each loan four per 
cent was allowed, These book credits 
weie devisible and transferrable to every 
extent. One man owinga debtto an- 
other, and having a bank credit could 
transfor a sufficient portion of that credit 
to his debtor, The book contained a 
memo of the transaction, thus avoiding 
the necessity of receipts or ontries in 
private books, Debts were directed by 
lawto bo paid in book credits, These 
credits were #0 popular that they rose to 
a premium of thirtyyeroent, over bullion. 
The government was obliged to discon- 
tinue payment of isterest so great was the 
plethora ofmoney, and it also declared 


that no premium should be asked 
or received beyond twonty por 
cent, A coin deposit baok 


was opened a¥ o branoh in which doposits 
of bullion could be made and withdrawn 
atpleasure. For six hundred years there 
was not one fivancid! pante or crinis, 
Poople patriotically supported the govera~ 
mont because their means wero invested 
in the government, Coins wore much 
debased at that time. Jews were said to 
sweat them, and one never could be sure 
what he was worth if his wea th consisted 
in coin,so much of it being counterfeit. 
These book credits were exempt from 
debt and could not be mortgaged, Peter 
Cooper, of New York, stated that in his 
short commercial experionce he had wit> 
nessed ton thousand disastrous finangial 
panios all o\used by contraction or sup* 
pression of the currency, uod yet these 
old Venetians never experienced anything 
oftheknd during their entire history.

The warrant on which Kolran and 
Stewarbwerp arrested was sworn out by 
W. M, Buchanan» of Thameaville and 
Glencoe, Ont, from whom the company 
purchased 875 cords of wood, and gave 

their promissory notes in payment, They 
immediately gave a lien on the wood to 
the bank which took possession, Keiran 
and Stewart have been taken to London 
for trial, 

Itis aileged that the company would 
puybess several hundred cords of wood 
rom 4 farmer, giving the company's pro 
inissory notes in payment, Then they 
would discount the notes and borrow 
money from the bank on the wood which 
had been purchased under an hypothe:

“The parties of the first part (The To 
ronto Wood and Shingle Company) also 
guarantees to the parties of the second 
part that there is no lien or charge of any 

ind whatever against said wood, that it ix 
free from allincumbrance whatever,” 

W. Bell & Co, had an agreement of this 
nature, and’ when they found that the 
Bank of Toronto had a lien on the wood 
they promptly assigned, ns did also the 
Mimico Sewer Pipe Co., which too was in- 
yolved.

SYSTEMATIC ROBBERY- 


Another Case of Too Much Fondness for 
High Living. 

St. Jouxs, Nfld., Deo. 12, —Samuel 
Brookfield, of Halifax, employed in con- 
structing several of the largest buildings 
here, is the victim of wholesale robberies, 
aggregating about $2,000, His book- 
keeper, named Moses Cleary, {8 behind in 
hig accounts, The culprit was arrested 
yestordny, and the preliminary examina. 
tion will be held today. The trial will 
likely be before the Supreme Court. 

Cleary’s system of robbery was old, but 
ingenious, Brookfield pays all hia men 
fortnightly, and Cleary makes up the pay 
roll, He fatsitted-these-soas to make the 
required amount appear $60 or $70 more 
than actually wanted, aud he contrived to 
appropriate thin, He had been suspected 
for two months, snd detectives were en- 
gaged in the matter. Sufficient evidence 
was discovered yesterday to arrest him. 
The wonder is that he was not caught long 
ago, as he lived high, spent money lavish- 
ly. dressed fashionably and generally dis 
played in his possession considerably more 
money than his salary warranted.

Hagpart in the speech at ove veferrod to 
said ; “Loan point with special pride to 
the present economical managemont of the 
Intercolonial railway, which in former 
years showed deficits of irom $600,000 to 
$900,000, and which now shows .a small 
surplus.” ‘Chis i well and very gratily- 
ing. Bot what does it prove’ 
this, that on bis own admission during & 
the past years from $500,000 to 
@ year have beon squandered on thie 
way, say $8,000,000 the past ten yoars. 
That is not a vory good record surely, Mr, 
Haggart supplied but this one instance of 
Tory extravagance and mismanage~ 
ment, but in scores of other instances 
similar reductions could be made, In the 
civil service of Ottawa there are near 
ly twice as many employees as are needed, 
and many of them spend half their time 
gossiping with each other. A_ big reduc- 
tion could be made here. The cupec- 
apnuation ayatem should also be abolis! ed 
and nearly $300,000 a year saved in this 
way, There is no reason why the country 
should pay these employees big salaries 
for little work, and when too oli to work 
‘or when the government wants to make 
| room) for sone other needy follower shelve 
them and pay them a big salary the rest 
oftheir tives: Soveral hundred’ thousand 
dollars a year could be saved in the milt- 
tia expenditures, the bulk of the million 
and a half dollars spent every year for the 
militia going to officers and hangers on, 
Most of the immigration expenditure 
could and should be done avay with. The 
Senate is neither nseful nor ornamental, 
It should be abolished and anotker laigo 
sum thus saved. Then in the matter of 
yublic works a big amount could besaved. 
ir. Haggart took oredit to the govern- 
ment for the money spent forpublic works, 
but as a matter of fact it is in this departs 
ment the worst extravagance is manifest- 
ed, For instance the Curran bridge was 
estimated tocost $175,000 but the real 
cost was $400,000, The coat of deeponing 
the Galops channel was $700,000, but the 
work has been botched and that money 
has been absolutely wasted. In all the 
works carried on under this government 
the “extras” have nearly equalled the 
contract price. Moreover it is well-known 
that vast sums have been spent in erect- 
ing unnecessary public buildings and 
subsidizing useless railways as bribes dur- 
ing elections. Inthe public works de- 
partment alone it would be no exaggera- 
tion to say that tens of millions of dollars 
have been squandered in the past decade. 
Those are a tew of tke respects in which 
great reductions could be made in our ex- 
penres, It would not be at all difficult 
for a careful, honest, economical adminis- 
tration to save at least five million dollars 
a yearin the public expenditures without 
in the least impairing the efficiency of the 
public service.

The end of the McGreevy scandals may 
rot beyet. From ill over Canada the 
ory has gone forth that it was a travesty 
on justice that those agents and tools 
should be punished, while the men in high 
places, the mini ters of the Crown, who 
instigated these robberies of the public, 
and who hold their positions by virtue of 
this boodle fund, should go scot free. The 
startling statement is now made by the 


Toronto News that indictments will 
probably be laid against some of these 
ministers. The News s‘ates that Mr." 
Kerr, Q. C., who watched the case on 
behalf of the Attorney General of Ontario, 
has made a report to the locsl govern- 
ment “in which he foreshadows that 
criminal actions may be taken against 
those members of the federal g vernment 
who shared in the money stolen inthe 
deal over the Quebec harbour works,” 
Then follow these important statements : 

“Tis report of Mr. Kerr's will be subs 
mitted at the next meetirg of the Ontario 
Cabinet, and it is probab!e that a sen- 
sation will be caused by the cabinet order- 
ing proceedings against certain ministers 
at Oitawa. 

“Itis said that Hon, 5, H. Blake has 
discovered in the correspondence of Mc» 
Greevy and Connolly enough to’prove 
that many of the Conservative politicians 
in Quebec were perfectly cognizant of the 
boodling operations which went on for so 
many years.” H 

The News is not always reliable in its 
information, but it isto be hoped it is in 
this case, There is little doubt that such 
@ prosecution would result in conviction. 
McGreevy says that he did not seek the 
pos ticn of treasurer of the campaign fund, 
but that it was forced on him by political 
collegues, who knew all about his tran- 
sactions. ‘Fortunately,” he said, “I have 
documentary proofs, letters, receipts, etc., 
in the handwriting of the parties who re 
ceived the money, showing where it went. 
To say they do not know where tho 
money came from is an absurdity.”

Wasiixnoton, Dec, 12.—In the Senate 
Mr, Hour opened yesterday's proceedings 
with another Hawaiian resolution, calling 
for information as to the authority for the 
appointment of Mr, Blount as ‘ Para- 
monnt” Commissioner without the advice | 
and consent of the Senate, which was 
then in session, and as to Mr, Blount's 
course of action, 

At first Mr. Gray (Dem.), wished to have 
the resolution laid over until today with- 
ont discussion, but he finally yielded to 
Mr. Hoar's pressing desiro to express his 
views on the subject, which the Massachn- 
setts Senator then proceeded to do in a 
speech of an honr's length. He character- 
ized the delivery of that which had been 
sentto the Senate under the seal of con- 
fidence to the representatives of four news 
papers—'' unscrupulous supporters of the 
aluinistration "—as « gross violation of 
the constitution, as gross as had ever been 
charged or impnted to any public official, 

He alluded to the President as standing on 
very slippery ground, and adyised him to 
get on terra firma rapidly and at once, and 
he repeated the same figure, asserting that 
the President was standing on ice not only 
very slippery, but very thin. He also 
drew an uncomplimentary parallel between 
the President withholding from the Senate 
and the people the knowledge of his do- 
ings, and the ostrich hiding his head in the 
sand, and the rhinoceros protruding the 
tip of his nose out of his mud-puddle ; 
and he intimated that these were not fit 
and suitable precedents for the executive. 
Mr. Gray replied to what he called Mr. 

Hoar'’s scolding and declared his belief 
that Mr. Cleveland’s policy was not only 
one of justice and magnamity, but one of 
non-interference, The resolution then 
went over until to-day, when it will again 
be laid before the Senate and may lead to 
further deliberation on this exciting ques- 
tion. 


DR. CRONIN’S MURDER- 


Taking of Testimony in the Trial of 
Coughlin Commences, 


CuicaGo, Dec. 12.—The taking of testi- 
mony in the trial of Daniel Coughlin for 
the murder of Dr. Cronin commenced in 
Judge Tuthill’s court yesterday. 

Francisco Villier, who was captain of 
police in Lake View at the time of the 
murder, was called by the State as ite first 
witness. He had known Dr. Cronin three 
or four years, because both were membera 
of the Loyal League. The last time he 
saw the doctor alive was May 1, 1889. The 
next time witness saw the doctor in a 
patrol wagon on Evanston avenue, going 
south. The dostor was dead and his body 
nude, except a towel and an ‘‘Agnus Dei” 
tied aronnd the neck. When the patrol 

| wagon arrived at the morgue some person 
in removing a blanket from the body | 
brushed off the moustache and part of the 
hair, This new piece of evidence explains 
| why the body looked unlike that of the 
murdered man. It was also geeatly swollen 
and decomposed, bnt the captain had no 
difficulty in recognizing it. He discoyered 
| sixteen wounds on the head. 
Henry Rosche, of Cedar Lake, Ind., who 
was foreman of sewer laborers for the city 
of Lake View, told the story of finding the 
doctor's body on the afternoon of May 22, 
1889, in the catch basin at 59th street and |

Brook VILLE, Deo, 14.—Charles Luckey, 
condemned to death for the murder of his 
sister, Mary Ann Luckey, haa paid the 
penalty of his crime, 

Ever since it was made known to Luckey 
that the Executive would not interfero 
and that the law would take its course, 
the condemned man behaved quite calm 
ly, but with no show of bravado, and 
last night when he was visited by his 
clergyman, the Rey, Dr, Saunders, who 
had been unremittant in his attentions to 
the condemned man ever since his con 
domnation, he appoared to be reconciled 
to hin fate, 

This morning when he arose, after pase 
ing ® comparatively peaceful night, he 
seemed to be cool and coll: d. Rey, Dr, 
Saunders arrived and shortly after the 
sheriff and officers of the jail, 

Luckey was apparently relieved at the 
presence of Dr, paunders, and together 
they kuolt in prayer until w signal from 
the sheriff announced the arrival of Rad 
cliffe, the hangman. ‘Che faintest per- 
ceptible shade passed over the face of the 
condemned man as he grayely nodded to 
Radcliffe, who proceeded to pinion his 
arins, 

All was now ready for the last fatal 
scone, and at another signal from the 
sheriff the death march to the gallows 
began. 

The ncaffold had 
called the women's ward, and was similar 
in construction to the one used for the 
execution of Birchall. 

When the procession appoared from the 
jail door, Luckey’s last walk on earth was 
steady and erect, His face was very pale, 
but calm aud composed, and expressed no 
outward indication of the mighty struggle 
for self-mastery that must have been yo 
ing on within him. 

On surmounting the scaffold the prison 
er Was placed in position, and the last rites 
performed. Dr, Saunders ropeated the 

word's prayer slowly and andibly, while

those who liad been admitted to the exe 
cution stood by silently, with uncovered 
heads. 

Radcliffe, after making a hasty examina 
tion of the deadly apparatus, stepped for 
ward, placed the fatal noose around the 
neck of the doomed man, adjusted the 
knot and drew over his head the black cap. 
Then, in the solemn silence of a keen De- 
cember morning, broken only by the earn- 
eat, pleading words of supplication to 
ivine grace, the hangman cut the rope, 
and the body of Cha Luckey shot up: 
wards, and fell suspended, shuddering and 
limp, in the cold air, The soul of a hu- 
man being, burdened with ita horrible 
orlme, had gone to meet the great Supreme 
Judge of all. 

The History of the Case. 

On October 8, 1892, the home of the 
Luckeys in the village of New Bliss, Kit- 
ley township, 25 miles north of Brookville, 
was burned to the ground, and the bodies 


j of the inmates, Charles Luckey’s father, 


step-mother and sister, were found among 
the ruins burned to a crisp. A coroner's 
inqnest was held and, although the bodies 
were so badly burned that it was imposs. 
ible to discover any wounds, did any ex- 
ist, the circumstances attending the 
tragedy were such as to arouse suspicions 
On the preceding day Chas. 
Luckey was released from the Central 
Prison, where he had been serving a term 
for larceny, As he had previously borne 
a bad repntation these suspicions were 
directed towards him as the possible per 
petrator of the deed, and his movements 
after leaving the prison were closely fol- 
lowed. It was surmised that on being 
roleased he had proceeded to Smith's Falls 
and from there walked to his home, six 
miles sway, and there mardered his rel 
atives and afterwards set fire to the house

to cover np the awfal deed. Luckey was 
arrested and was arraigned in Brockville 
on April 8 last, charged with the murder 
of his father. The trial lasted five days 
during which time a large number of wit 
n 4 were examined. The evidence was 
chiefly cireumstantial, nevertheless there 
was little doubt among those who watched 
the progress of the case as to the prisoner's 
guilt, and Judge Falconbridge in his 
charge leaned, if anything, against hini 
The jury, however, brought in a verdict 
of ‘Not guilty.” The prosecution was 
not satisfied, and Luckey was again held 
ou the charge of murdering his step: 
mother and sister.

IN THE REICHSTAG. 


Discussion of the Commercial Treaty 
With Roumantia, 


Beruix, Dec. 14.—The Reichstag yester- 
day di ed the commercial treaty with 
Roumania. 

Dr. Ernst Lieber declared that the Centre 
party would support the treaty, as it re- 
presented all classes in the empire and not 
exclusively agriculturists. Weighing the 
question pro and con he had found that 
the rejection of the treaty would not benefit 
the farming classes, while its acceptance 
would benefit largely other’ industries, 
The treaty demanded no sacrifice upon the 
partof the agriculturists, Even if it was 
rejected grain would continue to enter the 
country by way of Belgium and Holland. 
Dr, Lieber read telegrams from Silesia and 
elsewhere, pleading for the adoption of the 
treaty in the interest of the masses. 
Freiherr yon Berlspach, Minister of 
Commerce. followed Dr, Lieber. He 
qnoted statistics to show that the adoption 
of the treaty would not prove injurious to 
the agriculturists. 

Herr Von Ploetz, agrarian, protested 
against a charge that had been levied 
against the agrarian league, to the effect 
that it fomented demagogic agitation, as 
untrue, The league, he declared, had al- 

rted th thority of the state. 
nent remarks he made a yen- 
eral attack upon tho treaty, 

Freiherr Marshcall Bisberstein, Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, begged the agrariaus 
to reply to the istics quoted. 

Dr, Von Benningsen, National Liberal, 
said that the treaty would develop Ger- 
many’s resources, commercial, industrial 
and agricultural.

Discusses in Rather Pronounced | 
Terms the Effect of Free Trade | 

Upon the Indust and H

Wasuisatox, Dec. 14.—Senator Merrill | 
spoke on the tariff yesterday, He sald 
that during all the present generation 
modern Democracy had been prolific in 
queer tariff platforms. Never right even | 
by mistake, and ench one dying unloved | 
Lefore the birth of its quadrennial suc- | 
cessor, British free feds had been on 
trial long enough to minimize the profits | 
of agriculture in the whole United King- 
dom. Their silk industries had also 
vanished. Those of iron were bending | 
and groaning under repeated antagonistic 
invasions from Germany and Belgium, and 
the frequent cry for ‘fair trade” exbib- 
ited the popular discontent with free 
trade, He pointed to the fact that the 
number of persons ongaged in farm work 
in England and Wales, had fallen from a 
little over two millions in 1861 to a little 
less than one million in 1891, and said that | 
the extraordinary exodus of workingmen 
from Great Britain to the United States | 
could not be ascribed to anything other 
than either the home oppression of free 
trade or the attractions emanating from a 
protective tariff. | 

** What was it,” he asked, ‘‘that had ! 
blighted the vocation of more than a mil- 
lion workingmen and compelled them to | 
flee from their homes to other countries ar | 
to seek other occupations? If those who 
were left behind might anawer, whether 
owners of the soll or laborers, they would 
with one accord straightway declare that 

their sofferings had peed imposed by a 

‘Tariff for Revenue only.’ Among Eng- 
lish farmers free trade had not a rag of 
reputation to cling to,” I 

In conclusion, Mr. Merrill said: ‘Free 
trade as an economic science, in the judg- 
ment of the world is a dismal failure. | 
One great difference between those who 
now favor a protective tariff and those 
who favor reform, pppoe to be that the 
protective party seeks to find work and 
good wages for the many while the re- 
for ners are struggling to find good wages 
without work forthe many in the Execu- 
tive patronage pasture, but the pasture 
even with the paramount aid of Honolulu 
is likely to be overstocked.”

obtained from his body was shown to 
thom. ‘The complicated tests adopted also 
proved that the antimony was first ad- 
ministered to the man and after it the 
arsenic, So Muller's account of Brandt's 
poironing fitted like a glove to the conclu 
+ wions of the chemists, 

The defence up to date has indicated the 
following six propositions toward which 
their proof may be directed 

1, That Brandt is still alive, 

2, That some one put arsenic after death 
in the body alleged to be Brandt's, 

8, That the body was embalmed. 

4, That the body absorbed arsenic from 
some other body whale in the cemetery, 

5, That arsenic has not been found 

6. That deceased died from natural 
causes,

An analysis of the stomach 
was mado at Toronto, but no trace of poi- 
son wasfonnd, Prussic acid, however, is 
n poison which does its work very quickly, 
leaving uo trace after a short time. 
‘The line of defence has not yet been 
ainade known, but it will doubtless be 
founded on the fact that no traces of poison 
were found inthe body. Only two or 
three English people are on the grand jury. 

If a true bill is brought against Hooper, 
Mr, Renaud, one of the lawyers for the 
defence, will ask that the case be tried by 
a mixed jury. Hooper himeelf wants to 
be tried by a mixed jury. 

Before he can be tried three small cases 
will be heard and it is more than probable 
that the defence will ask that the case be 
postponed till abont January 5th, in order 
that the jury and all the witnesses be not 
kept here during the holidays. 

Hooper has been very ill with grip for 
three or four days and looks careworn and 
pale. He says he is tired ot his confine: 
ment and is anxious for his trial. When 
told that he might not be tried until Jana- 
ary he angrily expressed his discontent.

Suddenly the horses shy off und plunge 
until the riders are precipitated, Freed 
from the riders, the horses bound snorting 
away, You know that dumb animals at 
tho sight of an eclipse, or an earthquake, or 
anything like a supernatural appearance, 
sometimes become very uncontrollable, A 
now sun had been kindled in the heayens, 
putting out the glare of tho ordinary sun. 
Christ, with the glories of heaven wrapped 
about him, looked out from a cloud, and 
the splendor was insufferable, and no wou- 
der the horses sprang and the equestrians 
dropped. 

Dust covered and bruised, Saul attempts 
to get up, shading his eyes with his hands 
from the severe luster of the heavens, but 
unsuccessfully, for he is struck stone blind 
asho ories out, *Whoartthou, Lord?” And 
Jesus answered him: “I am the one you 
have been chasing. He that whips and 
scourges those Damascene Christians whips 
and scourges me, It is not their back that 
is bleeding—it fs mine, It is not their heart 
that iy breaking—it is mine. I am Jesus 
whom thou persecutest,”” 

HE YELL TO RISE AGAIN. 

From that wild, exciting and overwhelm. 
ing scene there rises up the greatest preach- 
er ofall the ages—Paul,in whose behalf prix 
ons were rocked down, before whom sol- 
diers turned pale, into whose hand Medi 
terranean sea captains put control of their 
shipwrecking craft, and whose epistles are 
the avant courier of a resurrection day. 

1 learn from this scene that aworldly fall 
sometimes precedes a spiritual uplifting. 
A man does not get much sympathy by 
falling off a horse, People say he ought 
not to have got into the saddle if he could 
notride, Those of us who were brought 
up in the country remember well how the 
workmen laughed when, on our way back 
from the brook, we suddenly lost our ride, 
When in a grand review a gencral toppled 
from the stirrups, it became 4 national mer- 
riment. 

Here is Paul on horsebaak—a proud man, 
riding on with government documents in 
his pocket, a graduate of a most famous 
fchool, in which the celebrated Dr. Gama- 
liel had been a professor, perhaps having al- 
ready attained two of the three titles of the 
school—rab, the first; rabbi, the second, 
and on his way to rabbak, the third and 
highest title. I know from his tempera- 
ment that his horse was ahead of the other 
horses. But without time to think of what 
posture he should take, or without consid- 
eration for his dignity, he is tumbled into 
the dust, and yet that was the best ride 
Paul ever took. Out of that violent fall he 
arose into the apostleship. So it has been 
in all ages, and so it ia now. 

You will never be worth much for God 
and the church until you lose your fortune, 
or haye your reputation upset, or in some 
way, somehow, are thrown and humiliated, 
You must go down before you go up. Jo- 
seph finds bis path to the Egyptian court 
through the pit into which his brothers 
threw him. Daniel would never have 
walked amid the bronzed lions that adorned 
the Babylonish throne if he had nob first 
walked amid the real lions of the cave. 
And Paul marshals all the generations of 
Christendom by falling flat on bis face on 
the road to Damascus. 

Men who have been always prospered 
may be efficient servants of the world, but 
will be of no advantage to Christ. You 
may ride majestically seated on your char- 
ger, rein in hand, foot in stirrup, but you 
will never be worth anything spiritually 
until you fall off. ‘They who graduate from 
the school of Christ with the highest hon- 
ors have on their diploma the seal of a 
Non’s muddy paw, or the plash of an an- 
gry wave, or the drop of a stray tear, or the 
brown scorch of @ persecuting fire. In 999 
cases out of 1,000 there is no moral or spir- 
itual elevation until there has been a thor- 
ough worldly upsetting. 

DRAVE MEN FOR CHRIST 

Again, I learn from the subject that the 
religion of Christ {s not a pusillanimous 
thing. People in this day try to make us 
believe that Christianity is something for 
men of smail caliber, for women with no 
capacity to reason, for children in the infant 
class under 6 years of age, but not for stal- 
wart men. Look at this man of the text! 
Do you not think that the religion that 
could capture such & man as that must 
have some power in it? He wasa logician; 
he was a metapbysician; he was an all con- 
quering orator; ho was a poet of the highest 
type. He hadanature that could swamp 
the leading men of his own day, and hurled 
against the sanhedrin be made it tremble.

Again, I learn from this scene of the text 
that the gra of God can overcome the per 
seoutor, Christ and Paul w boys at the 
same tine in ditt 16 villages, and Paul's 
antipathy to Christ was increasing, He 
hated everything about Christ, He was 
going down then with writs in his pockets 
to have Christ's disciples arrested. He was 
not going a8 a sheriff goes, to arrest a man 
against whom he bad uo spite, but Paul 
was going down fo arrest those people he- 
cause he was glad to arrest them, The 
Bible says, “He breathed out slaughter,” 
Ho wanted them captured, and he wanted 
them butchered. I hear the elick and 
clash and clatter of the hoofs of the gal- 
loping steeds on the way to Damascus. 

Oh, do you think that proud man on 
horseback can ever become a Christian? 
Yes! There isa voice from heayen like a 
thunderclap uttering two words, the second 
word the same as the first, but uttered with 
more emphasis, so that the proud eques 
trian may bayve no doubt as to who ts 
meant: "Saul! Saul!” ‘That man was saved, 
and he was « persectitor, And so God can 
by his grace overcome any persecutor, The 
days of sword and fire for Christians seem 
to havegone by, ‘he bayonets of Napoleon 
T pried open the “inquisition”? and let the 
rotting wretehes out. The ancient dun 
xeons around Rome are today mere curiosi- 
ties for the travelers. 

The Coliseum, where wild beasts used to 
suck up the life of the martyrs while the 
emperor watched and Lolia Paulina sat 
with emerald adornments worth 60,000,000 
sesterces, clapping her binds as the Chvis- 
tinus died under the pas and the tooth of 
the lion—that Coliseum is a xruin now. ‘The 
scene of the Smithfield fires is a hay mar- 
ket, The day of fire and sword for Chris- 
tians seems have gone by, but has the 
day of persecution ceased? Are you 
not caricatured for your religion? In pro- 
portion as you try to serve God and be 
faithful to him are you not sometimes mal- 
treated? 

That woman finds it hard to be a Chris- 
tinn, as her husband talks and jeers while 
she is trying to say her prayers or read the 
Bible, What daughter finds it hard to be a 
Christian with the whole family arrayed 
against her—father, mother, brother and 
sister making her the target of ridicule. 
‘That young man finds it hard to be a Chris- 
tian in the shop or factory or store when 
his comrades jeer at him because he will 
not go to the gumbling hell or other places 
of iniquity. Ob, no, the days of persecution 
have not ceased, and will not until the end 
of the world. But, oh, you persecuted ones, 
is itnottime that you began to pray for 
your persecutors? They are no prouder, 
no flercer, no moreset in their way than 
was this persecutor of the text. He fell. 
They will fallif Christ from the heavens 
grandly and gloriously look out on them. 

God can by his grace make a Renan be- 
lieve in the divinity of Jesus and a Tyndall 
in the worth of p Robert Newton 
stamped the ship's deck in derisive indigna- 
tion at Christianity only a little while be- 
fore he became a Christian. “Out of my 
house,” said a father to his daughter, “if 
you will keep praying.” Yet before many 
months passed the father knelt at thesame 
altar with the child, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ is willing to look out from heaven 
upon that derisive opponent of the Christian 
religion and address him not in glittering 
generalities, but, calling him by name:

THE CHIEF OF SINNERS. 

Again, I learn from this subject that 
there is hope for the worst offenders, It 
was particularly outrageous that Saul 
should have gone to Damascus on that er- 
rand, Jesus Christ had been dead only 
three years, and the story of his kindness, 
and his generosity, and his love filled all the 
alr, It was not an old story as itis now. 
It was anew story. Jesus had only three 
summers ago been in these very places, and 
Saul every day in Jerusalem must haye met 
people who knew Christ, people with good 
eyesight whom Jesus had cured of blind- 
ness, people who were dead and who had 
been resurrected by the Saviour, and peo- 
ple who could tell Paul all the particulars 
of the crucifixion—just how Jesus looked 
fo the Inst hour, just how the heavens 
mew bluck in the face at the torture. 

He heard that recited every day by people 
who were acquainted with all the circum- 
stances, and yet inthe fresh memory of that 
acene he goes to persecute Christ’s disciples, 
impatient at the time it takes to feed the 
horses at the inn, not puljing at the snaffle, 
but riding with loose rein faster and faster, 
Ob, he was the chief of sinners! No out- 
break of modesty when he said that, He 
He stood by when Stephen 
died and helped in the execution of that 
good man, When the rabble wanted to be 
unimpeded in their werk of destroying 
Stophen and wanted to take off their coats, 
but did not dare to lay them down lest they 
be stolen, Paul said, 'I’ll take care of the 
coats,” and they put them down at the feet 
of Paul, and he watched the coats, and he 
watched the horrid mangling of glorious 
Stephen 

I4 it a wonder that when he fell from the 
horse he did not break his neck—that his 
foot did not catch somewhere in the trap- 
pings of the saddle and he wes not dragged 
or kicked to death? He deserved to die 
miserably, wretchedly and forever, not- 
withstanding all his metaphysics, and his 
eloquence, and his logic. He was the chief 
of sinners. He said what was true when ho 
said that. And yet the grace of 1 saved 
him, and so itwill you, If there is any 
man in this house who thinks he fs too bad 
to be saved and says, “I have wandered 
very grievously from God; I do not believe 
there is any hope for me,’ I tell you the 
story of this man in the text who was 
brought to Jesus Christ in spite of bis sins 
and opposition. 

There may be some here who are as stout 
ly opposed to Christ ns Paul was, There 
may be some here who are captive of their 
gins as much so as the young man who sald 
in regard to bis diasipating habite: “I will 
keep on with them. I know I am breaking 
my mother's heart, and I know I am kill- 
ing myself, and I know that when Idie I 
shall go to hell, but it is now too late to 
atop.”

$15,000, 

A Young Englishman Suspected. 

Although it was generally believed that 
the hired man was the guilty party, an 
other suspect has turned up in the person 
of a young Englishman, who was known 
to haye inquired his way to the Williams’ 
residence. 

According to the rather vague descrip- 
tions this man was about 25 yeara old. He 
was of pleasing address and did not wear

It is a very singular coincidence that the 
young Englishman would have arrived at 
the Williams’ homestead at about supper 
time, w. the murder was committed,

man's employ but s month, No one 
seems to hayé known much about bim ex-

A PRETENCE OF PROTECTION, 


Presi 
Jon of by Amerioans With= 
out the Wish of the Tsland- 
ors Two Views on the

Wasnixarox, Deo, 10.—Prealdent Cleve~ 


on the Hawatlan queation, 
convinced that the difficulties lately ere 
ated here and in Hawall, and now atand 
ing in the way of a aolation of the 
question through exeontive action, render 
it proper that the matter abhould be sab 
mitted to the broader authority and dis- 
cretion of Congress, 

Ho details the proceeds, quotes liberally 
from Miyister Stovens’ correspondence, ih 
which the latter sald Hawali had reached 
acrisia and one of two courses was abso 
lately necessary, ether bold and vigorous 
measures for annexation or a cn#tome 
union with implied American protectorate, 
but he believed the former to be the bet 
ter course, and he could not refrain from 
expressing the opiaion with omphasia that 
the golden hoar was at hand 

To this minister full of zeal for annex- 
ation there seemed to arise in January 
Twat the precise opportunity whioh he 
awaited and he announced on Fabpuary, 1 
that the ‘Hawaiian pear was fully ripe 
and this is the golden hour for the United 
States to pluck it.” 

On this same day, unable longer to re 
atrain bis ardor, he iasued a proclamation 
whereby in the name of the United Statos 
ho assumed protection of the Islands, 
rending, and subject to nogotiations at 
(vashlagton. This assumption was dis 
avowed by our Governmont, but the 
United States flag remained over the Goy- 
ernment building at Honolulu and Amert- 
can forces remained on goard until April, 
when they were remoyed by Commiisiouer 
Blount. 

The President next detaila the oconr- 

rence that led to subversion of constitu 

tional government in Hawaii, and relates 
the actual part taken therein by Minister 

Stevens. 

Protection of Americans a Pretence. 

Tn continuation, the President's message 
saya the landing of United States forces 
on the soil of Honolulu was of itsolf a de- 
olaration of war unless made with the con- 
sent of the Government of Hawaii or for 
the bona fide purpose of protecting the Im. 
perilled lives and the property of Amori- 
can oltizens. But, he says, there is no 
pretence of any such consent, In fact, 
the Queen protested against it, and there 
ia little basis for pretence that forces were 
Janded to protect the lives and property of 
Amer‘oan citizens, 

Té so, they would have been stationed in 
the vicinity of suck property, which wasii 
a distant part of the city, instead of so as 
to command the Hawaiian Government 
building and palace. When troops land- 
ed tho city was in a peaceful condition and 
there was no symptom of riot or disturb- 
ance. 

The President therefore conoludes that 
Hawali was taken posseasion of by United 
States foroes without the consent or wish 
of the Government of the islands or any- 
body else, so far as shown, except tho 
United States Minister, and was without 
justification. 

His Instructions to Willis. 

The President then gives the text of 
instructions to Minister Willis He was 
instructed to say to the Queen that the 
conditions relative to amnesty must be 
acquiesed in by her or he would do no- 
thing. If the Queen should ask what the 
United States would do towards restoring 
her and maintaining her on the throne, the 
Minister was to reply that the President 
would not anthorize the use of United 
States troops for either purpose and that 
use of troops could only be authorized by 
Act of Congress. 

He was uiso instructed to tell the Pro- 
visional Government, if it should ask the 
same questions, that the President would 
do all he could under executive authority 
to restore the Queen, but the message fails 
to state what the President could and 


would do under the term ‘ Executive 
authority,” 
Wasnixaron, Doo, 19.—The preamble 


and resolution which Representative Bou- 
telle, Republican, Maine, attempted to in- 
troduce in the House yesterday, and there- 
by caused a scene of wild excitement which 
ended in the abrupt adjournment of the 
House, is as follows : 

** Whereas—The executive communica-

submission and overthrow of the establish- 
ed Republican Government to which he 
was accredited, and to which his public 
instructions pledged the good faith and 
sympathy of the President and Govorn 
mentand people of the United States, 
therefore, ' 

** Resolyed—That it ia the senso of this 
House that any intervention by the execu 
tive of the United States, its civil or mili 
tary representatives, without authority of 
Congress, in the intornal affairs of a 
friendly recognized Government, to dis- | 
turb or overthrow it and to aid or abet the 
substitution or restoration of a monarchy, | 
therefore, is contrary to the policy and 
traditions of the Republic and the letter 
and spirit of .the constitution and cannot 
be too promptly or emphatically repro 
bated.” 

Mr. Bontelle says he intends to present 
the resolution just as soon as the next op 
portunity presonts itself, and should the | 
speaker fail to recognize him he will con. 
tinue its presentation indefinitely.

electors of Belleville las to whethor their 
deeds were go d or evil. 

Who will their successors be? The 
resent indications are that at least one 


half of the next council will be new mem-~ 
bors, About one third of the present num- 
ber will not run again, and it is probable 
that sone of thuse who do will get let. 
With so many retiring there will be a 
good chance for tho citizens of Bolleville 
% pub some excellent now material at the 
tBoard, 

One peculiarity of the present council 
is that it contains so few merchants. This 
is to be regretted, There are along Front 
St. a dozon or more of young, active, ia- 
telligent, energetic, progressive business 
moo who should be willing to serve tora 
time in the council, Lhis is their bounden 
doty as citizens and part of the obligation 
of citizenhood, This city, like every 
other one, requires the best services of 
the vest men in it, and if the best men 
had always #0 nerved in it in the past its 
present condition, financial and evory 
other way, woull be far better than it 
now is. 

Some tmen object to entering the coun- 
cil because thoy say it detracts frem 
rather than addr to a man's character 
and dignity, This to some alight extent, 
may be true,but not necessarily su, To the 
extent to which it is true it is owin, 
ly to the fuct that so olten men are allow- 
od to sit there who are quite unfit for the 
position, and for this the betwor class of 
citizens, who refuse to serve thorselves, 
are chicfly to blame. This pl.ce should 
be one of dignity aod honor, and can 
easily be made, 


The present council has too grat a. 
preponderence of lawyers, Some say 
there should be nolawyérs intheo uncil at 
all but people who talk that way simply 
manifest their igncranoe, and deumonstiate 
the fact thatat any rats they themaelve 
are unfit for the position Lawyers are 
as good citiacns as avy other class anc 
should have thejr share of honors, In 
factif there is alittle more than a fair 
proportion of lawyersin the council it is 
not a bad thing, us they do servicoa lay 
man cannot doin securing the technical 
accuracy of the various Ly~liws passed. 


But all the same five lawyers in a 
council of 22 members is rather too many 
It is to be hoped that some of tho young 
merchants spoken of can be induced to 
offer themselves for the position, Some 
person muat be elected for each vacant 
place, and ifthe best men won't inferior 
men will.

with numerous lights, as well as with pen 
cils and escutcheons, but with the chanye 
of faith the lights were discontinued. These 
hearses were introduced about the fonr 
teenth century, and they continued to be 
Wsed nutil the civil wars of the seventeenth

teresting stories about the old houses that 
had been burned, Dinner oyer, the re 
porters made a hurried round of the hos- 
pitals to which the injured had been 
tuken and got from the hospital physl- 
clans the stories of those who were old 
enough to relate thelr experiences, and 
also the names of the victims who had 
died after being taken to the hospitals, 
{ Cox got back to The Giraffe office about 
9:30 o'clock and found the three short- 
hand writers who had been told to help 
him all ready with thelr pencils sharpened 
at both ends. 

“Baby Bocallininni got no milk,’ he 
began as he took off his coat, spelling the 
name out so that the shorthand writer, 
who began taking notes at once, would get 
it right. 5 

‘Then he went on to tell the story of the 
fire, explaining how a cat had tipped over 
the oil lamp on which Baby Bocallininni’s 
6-year-old sister was warming milk for the 
infant, and set the house afire. As Cox 


ink from his desk and began tosketch the 
thrilling scenes of the fire, the firemen 
fighting the flames from their ladders, the 
great portable water towers pouring their 
torrents Into the blazing structure through 
the upper windows and the children tum- 
bling through the clouds of smoke to the 
life nets the firemen stretched in thestreet 
below. He sketched a group of the injured 
children in their cots in the hospital and 
a cat with its tail curled into a letter B 
fur the initial letter of the striking line 
that began the article, 

As he drew he rapidly dictated the ac- 
@ount of the fire to thestenographers, Fif- 
teen minutes before 11 the pile of type 
written copy and the engrayer’s proofs of 
the ‘cuts’? were lying on the desk before 
Black, the pale, achoolboyish looking night 
city editor, who had the reputation of be- 
ing able to scent an inaccuracy clear 
across City Hall park. 

He glanced rapidly through the copy, 
and hunding {t to one of the copy readers 
said: ‘Cut that down to 80 inches of space 
and writen 10 inch scare head for it. Here 
are the headlines used in the evening pa- 
pers. Don’t use any words that are used 
in any of them.” 

Cox came into the office at 4:30 the next 
day. His fire article had made nearly 
4% columns—about $40 worth of space— 
and he did not see any necessity for work- 
ing that day. Halfmann spoke to him 
pleasantly, This was unprecedented. -There 
was no paper lying on his desk, and Cox 
felt uneasy as he noticed it, In al the 16 
months he had been a reporter on The 
Giraffe he had never missed the paper be- 
fore. He found a letter in bis letter box. 
Tt read: 

Mr. Cox is informed by direction of the man- 
aging editor that his services are no longer re- 
quired,

hemp factory, 

The reputation acquired by « certain 
French silk manufacturer in connection 
with thread of this kind tured the atten 
tion of Mr, Itagaki to the subject: “After 
trials Cxtending over a period of several 
years, Mr. Itagaki succeeded in obtaining 
thread about the size of No, 40, He was, 
however, dissatisfied with that result, and 
continuing bis experiments at length suc 
ceeded in obtaining threads of the fine 
ness of No, 100, 0 fineness never previously 
obtained, even in France, ‘he nettlahemp 
is xaldl to be three or four thinenas strony as 
silk, equally fineand not at all Inferior in + 
pointof luster, so thatit isexpected to prove 
& formidable rival of thenoble article.” 

‘This nettle hemp, from the bark of which 
the thread is produced, grows abundantly 
ina wild state in Japan, especlally in Hok- 
kaido,so that the country has great ad- 
vantage over Europe, where the plant must 
be specially cultivated.—San Francisce

The next episode 
touched upon was the obtaining of a judg- 
Ment against Lieut, Hambrough at the 
instance of Mrs, Monson and its aalo to 
Tottenham at a quarter of its value, Mon- 
son had deceived Tottenham in respect of 
taking the Ardlamont estate in the letter 
of July 23, when he stated that he had 
completed the lease, whereas no negotia 
tions had tuken place. His object evi- 
dently was to induce Tottenham to send 
him £250, nominally to pay the deposit, 
but really to providean insurance premium. 

After referring to other de! of the 
Ardlamont lease, the judge said that up 
to that stage the story was asad one of 
untruthfulness and dishonesty. Monson's 
affairs from this time were in a desperate 
condition, He failed to carry ont the pur- 
chase of the life interests, It had been 
proved that Monson was aware that the 
assignation of the assurance would be ab- 
solutely worthless if Lient, Hambrough 
died before he attained his majority. If 
the quostion of motive was displaced or if 
it was doubtfol, the evidence was enorm- 
ously in the prisoner's fayor. 

After the Lord Justioe Clerk had finish- 
ed the case was given to the jury and they 
retired for deliberation. They were ont 
only about three-quarters of an hour when 
they returned with the Scotch verdict, 
** Not proven,”

AN INTERESTING CASE. 


The Action of Smith & Wesson Against 
Arms Makers in Belgium, 

Lrecx, Belgium, Deo. 23.—The action 
of the Americau firm of Smith & Wesson, 
fire arms manufacturers, against the Bel- 
gian firm of Delchef, opened yesterday in 
the correctional tribal ecas The plain- 
tiffs charge that the defendants counter- 
feited their weapons, stamping the name 
of the firm ''Smith & Wesson” on inferior 
goods and selling them at low prices. The 
defendants are the principal arms makers 
of Liege, They plead that the marks used 
npon the weapons manufactured in Liege 
have been used for the past twenty years 
and cannot be confused with the Smith 
& Wesson marks. The Liege workmen, they 
aay, mark meepobs specially when orders 
are wo given by Liege merchants in fire- 
arms, They declare that wcunfusion of 
the marks is impossible. Besides the dif- 
ference in the marks, the Liege tradera 
sell their weapons for 50 francs and the 
Smith and Wesson revolvers for from 50 
80 francs. Furthermore, the Liege pro- 
duct bears the stamp of Belgian. Mr. 
Racklot, agent for Smith & Wesson, was 
called as a wituess, He was challenged on 
the ground that he was prejudiced. Smith 
& Wesson demand the sums of 5,000, 
1,000 and 25,000 franca damages, besides 
the insertion of the judgment in the papers.

THEY TAKE THE PREY 


REV. DR. TALMAGE PREACHES WORDS | 
OF HOPE TO THE WEAK, 


A Bermon Full of Encouragement to Those 


joquent Plea to Those 
Who Are Unconverted. 


Btruggle of Lifo— 


NAsiVILLE, Deo. 17.—-Dr, Talmage, who 
ta now in this city on his western lecture 
tour, selected as his toplo for today a text 
full of spiritual encouragement for those 
who labor under disadvantage in the strug 
glo of life, Tho text chosen was Isaiah 
xxxiil, 23, ‘The lame take the prey. 

Tho utter demolition of the Assyrian host 
was here predicted, Not only robust men 
should go forth and gather the spoils of con- 
quest, but even men crippled of arm and 
crippled of foot should go out and capture 
much that was valuable, Their physical 
disadvantages should not hinder thelr greab 
enrichment, So it has been in the past, so 
it is now, so it will be in the future, so it 
is in all departments, Men laboring under 
seemingly great disadvantages and amid 
the most unfavorable circumstances, yes 
making grand achievements, getting great 
blessing for themselves, great blessing for 
the world, great blessing for the church. 
And so “the lame take the prey,” 

Do you know that the three great pocta 
of the world were totally blind—Homer, 
Ossian, John Milton? Do you know that 
Mr, Prescott, who wrote that enchanting 
book, ‘Lhe Conquest of Mexico,” never 

saw Mexico, could nob even seo the paper 
on which he was writing? A framework 
acroas the sheet, between which, up and 
down, went the pen immortal, Do you 
know that Gambassio, the sculptor, could 
not.seo the marble before him, or the chisel 
with which he cut it into shapes bewitch- 
ing? Do you know that Alexander Pope, 
whose poems will last as long as the Eug- 
lish language, was so much of an inyalid 
that he had to be sewed up every morning 
fn rough canvas in order to stand on his 
foet at all? 
SUCCESS DESPITE DISADVANTAGES, 

Do you know that Stuart, the celebrated 
paloter, did much of bis wonderful work 
andor the shadow of thedungeon, whereho 
had been unjustly imprisoned for debt? Do 
you Know that Demosthenes by almost su- 
pectoman exertion first had to conquer the 

isp of his own speech before he conque: 
assemblages with his eloquence? Do you 
know that Bacon struggled all through in- 
numerable sicknesses, and that Lord Byron 
and Sir Walter Scott went limping on olub- 
foot through all their life, and that many 
of the great pocts and painters and orators 
and historians and heroes of the world had 
something to keep them back, and pull 
them down, and impede their way, and crip- 
ple their physical or their intellectual 
movement, and yet that they pushed on 
aod pushed up until they reached the spoils 
of worldly success, and amid the huzza of 
nations and centuries “the lame took the 
prey?” 

You know that a vagt multitude of these 
men started under the disadvantage of ob- 
scure parentage—Columbus, the son of the 
weaver; Ferguson, the astronomer, the son 
of the shepherd, America the prey of the 
one; worlds on worlds the prey of the other, 
But what is true in secular directions is 
more true in spiritual and religious direo- 
tions, and I proceed to prove it, 

‘There are in all communities many inva- 
lids. They never know a well day, They 
adhere to their occupations, but they go 
panting along the streets with exhaustions, 
and at eventime they liedown on the lounge 
with achings beyond all medicaments, 
They haye tried all prescriptions, they have 
gone through all the cures which were pro- 
claimed infallible, and they have come now 
to surrender to perpetual ailments. They 
consider they are among many disadvan- 
tages, and when they see those who are 
buoyant in health pass by they almost 
envy their robust frames and easy respira- 
tion, 

But Ihave noticed among that invalid 
class those who have the greatest knowl- 
edge of the Bible, who are in nearest inti- 
macy with Jesus Christ, who have the 
most glowing experiences of the truth, who 
bave bud the most remarkable answers to 
prayer, and who have most exbilarant an- 
ticipations of heaven. ‘he temptations 
which weary us who are in robust health 
they have conquered, 

Many who are alert and athletic and 
swarthy loiter in the way. The lame take 
the prey—Robert Hall an invalid, Ed- 
ward Payson an invalid, Richard Baxter 
an invalid, Samuel Rutherford an invalid. 
This morning, when you want to call to 
mind those who are Christlike, you think 
of some darkened room in your father’s 
house from which there went forth an in- 
fluence potent for eternity, 

A step farther: Through raised letters the 
art of printing bas been brought to the at- 
tention of the blind. 

You take up the Bible for the blind, and 
you close your eyes, and you run your fin- 
Gers over the raised letters, and you say: 
“Why, I never could get any information in 
this way. “What a slow, lumbrous way of 
readingy, God help the blind!’ 

And yet I findamong that class of per 
sons—among the blind, the deaf and the 
dumb—the most thorough acquaintance 
with God’s word. Shut out from all other 
sources of information, no sooner does their 
hand touch the raised letters than they gath- 
or @ prayer, Without eyes, they look off 
upon the kingdoms of God's love. Without 
hearing, they catch the minstrelsy of the 
skies. Dumb, yet with pencil or with ir 
radiated countenance, they declare thoglory 
of God. 

COMFORT FOR THE BLIND, 

A large audience assembled in New York 
at the anniversary of the deaf and dumb 
asylum, and one of the visitors with chalk

A step farther: There are those in all 
communities whe toil mightily for a live. 
likood, ‘They have scant wages, Perhaps 
thoy are diseased or have physloal infirm. 
tos, Ho they aro hindered from doing a con- 
tinious day's work. A city missionary 
finds them up the dark alley, with no fire, 
with thin clothing, with very coarse bread, 
They never ride fn the street car; they can- 
not afford the 5 cents, They never seo any 
plotures save those in tho show window on 
the atroot, from which they are often jostled 
and looked at by some one who seems to 
say in tho look: Move on! What are you 
dolng hero looking at pictures?!’ 

Yeb many of them live on mountains of 
transfguration, At thelr rough table he 
who fed the 5,000 breaks the bread. ‘They 
talk often of the good times coming, ‘Thin 
world has no charm for them, but heaven 
entrances thelr spirit, They often divide 
their sount crust with some forlorn wretch 
who knocks at thelr door at night, and on 
the blast of the night wind, as the door 
opens to lot them in, is heard €86 voice of 
him who said, “I was hungry, and he fed 
me.”” No cohort of heaven will be too 
bright to transport them, By God's hel; 
they have vanquished the Assyrian hos! 
‘They have divided among them the spoils, 
Lame, lame, yet they took the prey. 

INCIDENTS FOR ILLUSTRATION, 

I was riding along the country road one 
day, and I saw a man on crutches, I over- 
took him, He was very old. Ho was go- 
lug very slowly, At that rate ft would have 
taken him two hours to goa mile, I said, 
“Wouldn't you like to ride?’ He sa! 
“Thank you, I would, God bless you, 
When ho sat beside me, bowaid: “You gee, 
Tam very lame and very old, but the Lord 
has been # good Lord to me. Ihave buried 
nail my children, The Lord gave them, and 
the Lord had a right to take them away. 
Blessed be hia name! I was very sick, and 
I had no money, and my neighbors came 
in and took care of me, and I wanted noth- 
Ing. I suffer a great deal with pain, but 
then T have so many mercles left, ‘The Lord 
has been a good Lord to me," 

And before we had got far Iwas in doubt 
whether I was giving him a ride or he was 
giving mea ride, He sald; “Now, if you 
please, I'll get out here. Just help me 
down on my crutches, if you ploase, God 
bless you. Thank you, sir, Good morning, 
Good morning, You have been feet to the 
Jame, sir, you have, Good morning.’’ 

Swarthy men bad gone the road that day, 
Tdo not know where they came out, but 
every hobble of that old man was toward 
the shining gate, With his old crutch he 
had struck down many « Sennacherib of 
temptation which has mastered you and 
me. Lame, so fearfully lame, so awfully 
lame, but he took the prey. 

Astep farther; Where are fn all commu 
nities many orphans. During our last war 
and in the years immediately following 
how many children at the north and south 
we heard say, “Oh, my father was killed in 
the war!” Have you ever noticed—I fear 
you have not—how well those children have 
turned ont? Starting under the greatest 
disadvantage, no orphan asylum could do 
for thom what their father would have done 
had he lived, 

‘Tho skirmisher sat one night by the light 
of fagots in the swamp writing a letter 
home, when a sharpshooter’s bullet ended 
the letter which was never folded, never 
posted and never read. Those children 
came up under great disadvantage, No 
father, to fight their way forthem, Per- 
haps there was in the old family Bible an 
old yellow letter pasted fast which told 
the story of that father’s long march and 
how he suffered in the hospital, but they 
looked still further on in the Bible, and 
they came to the story of how God is the 
father of the fatherless and the widow's 
portion, and they soon took their father's 
place in that household. 

They battled the way for their mother. 
They came on up, and many of them have 
already in the years since the war taken po- 
sitions in church and state north and south. 
While many of those who suffered nothing 
during those times have had sons go out 
into lives of indolence and vagabondage, 
these who started under so many disadvan- 
tuges because they were so early bereft, 
these are the lame who took the prey, 

A atep farther; There are those who 
would like to be good. ‘They say, “Oh, if I 
only had wealth, or if I had eloquence, or it 
I had high social position, how much I 
would accomplish for God and the church!”’ 
IT stand here today to tell you that you have 
great opportunities for usefulness, 

Who built the pyramids? The king who 
ordered them built? No; the plain work- 
men who added stone after stone and stone 
after stone, Who built the dikes of Hol- 
land? The government that ordered the 
enterprise? No; the plain workmen who 
carried the earth and rang their trowels on 
the wall. Who are those who have built 
these vastcities? Thocapitalists? No; the 
carpenters, the masons, the plumbers, the 
plasterers, the tinners, the roofers, depend- 
ent on & day’s wages for alivelihood. And 
so in the great work of assuaging human 
suffering, and enlightenfng human igno- 
rance, and halting humaniniquity. In that 
great work the chief part is to be done by 
ordinary men, with ordinary speech) in an 
ordinary manner and by ordinary means, 

The trouble is that in the army of Christ 
we all want to be captains and colonels and 
brigadier generals, We are not willing to 
march with the rank and file and do duty 
with the private soldier. We want to be- 
long to the reserve corps, and read about 
the battle while warming ourselves at the

Who McoWhirrell Is. 

Tononto, Dee. —That Englishman 
who has beon causing a good deal of 
anxiety in connection with the murder of 
the old Williams couplo near Port Credit 
is now known, ond turns ont to be a 
Scotchman with a decided English accent, 
which no doubt has been the means of 
throwing the officers of the law off the 
scont. His name is Walter McoWhirrell, 
alias MoGuire, and is known as a profes- 
sional burglar. He was accompanied in 
his deal with Lowrie in selling the horse by 
a young manu named John Walker. ‘This 
youth was arrested by a constable at Have: 
lock, Ont. Walker has told all he knows 
about bis companion. 

What Walker Said. 

On the night of Thursday, the 14th in 
stant, between 9 and 10 o'clock, he met 
MoWhirroll, or, as he knew him, Maguire, 
at Fitzgerald's hotel on York street. While 
drinking together, Maguire, who he claims 
Was & strauger to him, told him he had a 
horse for sale, and asked if he knew where 
a purchaser could be found. After some 
conversation they parted Walker going 
across to Tobin's restay t to spend the 
night and Maguire stopping at Fitzgerald's, 
Friday morning Maguire came across and 
they had breakfast together at Tobin's, 
apent the morning round town, and had 
dinner at the same place. After dinner 
Maguire said he had to meet a man at the 
Exhibition grounds who had come in from 
the country with him the previous day, 
and Walker saw no more of him till about 
midnight, when he came back to Tobin's 
and slept that night in another bed in the 
same room with hint He was very wet 
when he came in, 

On Saturday morning Maguire went out 
firét to get the horse and cutter, telling 
Walker to meet him on King street, which 
he did, and together they drove to Little 
York, where Walker had told him he 
thought he could find a purchaser for the 
horse in the person of a man named Dono- 
hue, for whom he had previously worked, 
They found, however, that Donohue did 
not neod another horse, and driving away 
from there noticed Butchers place, and 
Walker said he knew that milkman and 
suggested they try there. The story of the 
proceedings at Butcher's is already well 
known, and Walker's acconnt agrees in 
general narrative with that already pub 
I }ished. ‘There are some discrepancivs, 
1 however, which further inquiry will pro- 
bably rectify. Walker says they tried to 
sell outright to Butcher, whereas Butcher 
said the request was only for the animal's 
keep for the winter, Then Butcher most 

ersistently declared he had no previous 
Enawleaie of oither of his visitors, but 
Walker showed conclusively that they were 
well acquainted 

Not making a deal at that time they 
drove away down the road and had a 
drink at a hotel, for which Maguire paid, 
and after that Maguire told him to take 
the rig back to Butcher and he would keep 
it till Monday, Ho did so, and Butcher 
received it without asking any questions. 
They then came back to the city and put 
up at Tobin's that night. On Sunday they 
walked to Butcher's, und not finding him 
in began to groom the horse, Butcher 
came in while they were thus engaged, and 
then Walker told Butcher who he was, and 
Butcher at once recognized him 

On Monday morning Walker walked out 

to Butcher's place and got the horse, which 
he brought in and dolivored to Maguire at 
the Don bridge. Maguire told him to meet 
him ayain at noon on the corner of King 
and Church streets and drove off up River 
street. Walker kept the appointment and 
waited on the corner till two o'clock, but 
Maguire did not turn up, Then Walker 
went down to the Union Station to sell 
papers to get money for a meal, as Maguire 
Bad not paid him the promised dollar, and 
shortly after arriving there he ran across 
Maguire, who had a parcel under his arm. 
This parcel he gaye to Walker, saying it 
was a roast of beef for Butcher, and telling 
him to take it to Butcher on King street, 
near the Ontario br ry He did as 
directed, found Butcher, and handed over 
the parcel, In parting with Maguire at 
this time, which was between 2 and 3 
o'clock on Monday afternoon, the 18th, 
and tho last time he saw him Maguire said 
he waa going either to Buffalo or Kansas 
City. 

Tn concluding his story, which he told 
in a straightforward way and with appar 
ent general vernoity, Walker said he stayed 
round the vity until Wednesday, whon he 
started east in search of work, and bad 
beat lis way ax far as Havelock, where he 
was arreated in the manner desoribed 

Moguire and Walker then returned to the

TO MORE = PEACEFUL SCEN SCENES. 


A Well-Koown Printer and Journalist 
Retires From the Field. 


Patmerston, Dec. 26.—Mr. J. T. Lacy, 
who originated the Palmerston Telegraph 
here, and has conducted it continuously 
for eighteen years, has been compelled 
through affliction to retire from the sphere 
in which he has long been a notable 
figure. Some four months ago Mr, Lacy 
was taken with what appeared to be a 
stroke of paralysis, depriving him of the 
use of his left arm andleg. Lately his 
right leg has been stricken, totally in- 
capacitating him from further activity. 
Mr, Lacy is the personification of the 
editor of the old school. He was born in 
England and served the seven years’ term 
of strict discipline in the art of printing 
that many Canadian journalists of to-day 
yet well remember, During his long resi- 
dence here he might have been considered 
the oracle of the community at large aud 
the autocrat of the council board, and 
many events inthe history of the town 
stand as tributes to his fearless and forci- 
ble pen. Mr. Lacy has the sympathy of a 
large number of residepts of this locality, 
as well as of his brethgen of the press, in 
his misfortune. The Telegraph will prob- 
ably be discontinued. 


The Quebec Lottery, 

Orrawa, Des, 26.—Regarding the “‘Quo- 
bec lottery scheme,” the so-called ‘Society 
of Arts,” a high legal authority here says 
that it rests with the Ontario Government, 
and not with the Dominion Government, 
to investigate whether ite operations are 
legal, at least as far ae the business 
it carries on in this province is concerned. 
The provincial governments are entrust- 
ed with the administration of ‘‘oriminal 
justice,” and ifthe Quebec scheme which 
is now largely advertising its business in 
Ontario is an evasion of the law and of the 
criminal code, it is the duty ofthe Attor- 
ney-General of the Province to deal with 
the matter, 

Suspicions Death of a Canadian. 

Detroit, Dec, 26.—Dr. Haighton Noyes, 
a young man about 26 years of age, was 
found dead here at bis office, 336 Sixth, 
street. The cause of hia death was not ap- 
parent and the coroner was notified. From 
the position of the body it looks as though 
the young man had sat on the bed and 
gralually became unconscious.

Nettle Hemp Thread. 

Another success scored by the Japanese 
in the province of industry is recorded in 
that country’s press. It consists in the pro 
duction of fine thread from nettle hemp. 
The patent is sald to bave been obtained by 
Itagaki Hokotaro, son of Count Itagaki, 
but the technical method was elaborated 
ebiefly by Miyazaki Saburoof the Hokkaide 
hemp factory. 

The reputation acquired by a certain 
French silk manufacturer in connection 
with thread of this kind turned the atten- 
tion of Mr. Itagaki tothe subject. After 
trials cxtending over a period of several 
years, Mr, Itagaki succeeded in obtaining 

thread about the size of No, 40. He was, 
however, dissatisfied with that result, and 
continuing his experiments at length suc 
ceeded in obtaining threads of the fine 
ness of No, 100, # fineness never previously 
obtained, even in France. The nettlehemp 
is auld to be three or four times as strong as 
ailk, equally fine and not at all inferior in 
point of luster, so that it isexpected to prove 
& formidable rival of the''noble article.” | 

‘This nettle hemp, from the bark of which 
the thread is produced, grows abundantly 
in 4 wild state in Japan, especially in Hok- 
kaido, so that the country has a great ad- 
vantage over Europe, where the plant must 

be specially cultivated.—San Francisco 
Chronicle,

** General trade has been worse than in 
1892, Last year ended with an enormous 
loss of imports and exports, but as 1803 
drawa to a close 1892 sdems brighter when 
compared with the present gloom over the 
country’s industries. 

** In tho first eleven months of 1893 im- 
ports declined over 17,500,000 pounds as 
compared with thé firat eleven months of 
1892, while exports wore reduced 6,500, - 
000 pounds. Tobacco imports increased 
67,000 pounds, and imported oils and Ger- 
man articles increased 600,000 pounds 
These are the only exceptions to the gon- 
ral decli The exports of food, drink, 
chemicals and machinery increased. The 
yarna aud textile fabrics exported de 
creased 2,745,000 pounds, jofore the 
coal strike industry showed brighter signs, 
The cotton trade especially suffered from 
the coal strike and increased foreign com- 
petition. Only 10,000,000 hundred weights 
of raw cotton were purchased, whereas 
during the first eleven months of 1892 a 
similar amount was obtained from the 
United States alone. 

‘The American’ trade has steadily ad- 
vanced. What effect the change in the 
tariff of the United States will bring about 
is a matter of conjecture. The Lancashire 
merchants did not fear the MoKinley 
tariff, because they sent their best goods 
to the States. If the McKinley tariff has 
had any effect therefore it has been to in 
creaso the cotton trade, which in the first 
eleven months of 1803 exported generally 
1,339,536 pounds, this being an increase 
over previous years. The woollen trade 
bears a bright aspect. Germany is our 
best customer for woollen and worsted 
yarns, taking nearly half the goods ex- 
ported.

BUSINESS IN CANADA, 


The Depression in the United States is 
Making Itself Felt Here. 

Montreat, Deo, 28,—The business de- 
pression in the United States is commenc- 
ing to make itself felt in Canada The 
falling off in receipts of the two big rail- 
roads, the complaints regarding payments, 
the depression which the cotton manufac- 
turers state they are experiencing, 
and the falling off in wholesale ordéys 
show that Canada is at present passing 
through a commercial crisis. Wholesale 
men complain that there is no money in 
the country, that they cannot sell goods, 
and not only this but that they are receiy- 
ing back from the retailers goods that had 
been ordered some time ago, As for the 
retail trade, there is a general complaint 
that it is not nearly up to the volume of 
previous years, 

There is another matter that very muchi 
affects trade here, and that is the proposed 
Amerioan tariff bill, Manufacturers here 
will not branch out in any’ new lines till 
the tariff matter is settled, and wholesale 
men will not purchase ahead for the same 
reason, 

The financial depression, which forced 
seventy-three railway companies in the 
United States into the hands of receivers, 
has not been without some effect on the 
railway business of Canada. The decline 
in freight traftio for the past month, as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of last year, is strikingly abnormal. The 
Grand Tronk passenger earning for the 
past four weeks amounted to $442,591, as 
eompered with $459, 72 


729 for the corres- 
ponding period of 1892, a decrease of 
317,258, Tho Grand Tronk freight re- 
coipts have also fallen off for the last 
month, as compared with December, 1892, 
to the extent of over $200,000, The Can- 
adian Pacific passenger and freight earn- 
ings for the month already show a decronse 
of $196,000.

Nettle Hemp Thread. 

Another success scored by the Japanese 
in the province of industry is recorded in 
that country’s press. It consists in the pro- 
duction of fine thread from nettle hemp. 
Tho patent {4 said to have been obtained by 
Itagaki Hokotaro, son of Count Itagaki, 
but the technical method was elaborated 
chiefly by Miyazaki Saburoof the Hokkaide 
hemp factory. 

The reputation acquired by « certain 
French silk manufacturer in connection 
with thread of this kind turned the atten- 
tion of Mr. Itagaki tothe subject. After 
trials cxtending over a period of several 
years, Mr, Itagaki sueceeded fn obtaining 
thread about the size of No. 40. He was, 
however, dissatisfied with that result, and 
continulng his experiments at length suc- 
ceeded in obtaining threads of the fine 
ness of No, 100, a fineness never previously 
: obtained, even in France. The nettle hemp 
! is said to be three or four times as strong ag 
silk, equally fine and not at all inferior in

One Belongs to the Duchess in the Event 
of Her Becoming a Widow. 

Benin, Dec, 20.—The Cobourg Zeitung 
(official) refers to the allowance made by 
tho British Parllamont to Duke Alfred of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha (the Duke of Edin- 
burgh). The paper mentions the two 
British grants, one of £15,000 made when 
the Duke attained his majority, and the 
other of £10,000 on the occasion of his 
marriage to the Grand Duchess Marie, onl 
daughter of the late Czar Alexander I 
The first mentioned Act, the paper says, 
was disposed by the Duke's renunciation 
of his rights under it, a declaration to the 
effect having been made by Prime Minister 
Gladstone in the House of Commons a 
fow days ago, Tho other Act, the marri- 
age grapvt, now remains beyond the range 
of discussion by the House of Commons, 
The first Act provided for the Duke in his 
capacity of a British prince. The second 
Aot is indissolubly bound up with a pro- 
vision made for the Duchess in the event 
of her widowhood. This grant the Duke 
is unable to renounce, since such a step 
would prejudice the rights conferred npon 
the Duchess by the treaty betwen Great 
Britain and Russia in the event of her be- 
coming a widow,

LIEUT.-GOV. BOYD'S WILL. 


Why He Did Not Bequeath Anything to 
Charitable Institations, 
St. Jonny, N.B., Dec. 29.—The will of 
the late Gov. Boyd has been admitted to 
robate, The estate is entored at $25,000, 
Phe document is in Mr, Boyd’s own hand- 
writing and bears date January 7th, 1880, 
It bequeathe to Mrs. Boyd all property, 
real and personal, of every kind which 
the governor possessed, subject to such 
conditions as the payment of $100 esch to 
his faithful servants and $1,000 to be 
divided share and share alike among the 
children of St. Clair Jones, of Weymouth, 
N.S, The reason there were no public 
bequests is thus explained by the following 
paragraph in the will:—‘' Othor bequests I 
intended for friends and publio inatity 
tions in this city I have to omit, as my 
property has been so largely lessened by 
those who returned me eyil for good, and 
but for whose sad doings I would haye 
been able to live a happier life and to have 
given largely to many persons and objects 
that I had in view.”

Nettle Hemp Thread. 

Another success scored by the Japanese 
in the province of industry is recorded in 
that country’s press. It consists in the pro- 
duction of fine thread from nettle hemp. 


Itagaki Hokotaro, son of Count Itagaki, 
' but the technical method was elaborated 
chiefly by Miyazaki Saburo of the Hokkaide 
hemp factory. 
The reputation acquired by certain 
French silk manufacturer in connection 
with thread of this kind turned the atten- 
tion of Mr. Itagaki tothe subject. After 
trials extending over a period of several 
years, Mr. Itagaki succeeded {n obtaining 
thread about the size of No. 40. Hew 
however, dissatisfied with that result, an 
continuing his experiments at length suc 
ceeded in obtaining threads of the fine 
ness of No, 100, « fincness never previously 
| obtained, even in France, The nettlehemp 
is sald to be three or four times as strong as 
silk, equally fine and not at all inferior in 
point of luster, so thatit is expected to prove 
# formidable rival of thenoble article.” 
This nettle hemp, from the bark of which 
the thread is produced, grows bundantly 
; {na wild state in Japan, especially in Hok- 
| kaido, ao that the country has a great ad- 
,; Yantage over Europe, where the plant must 
be specially cultivated. —San Francisce

CONFESSION CAME TOO LATE. 


A Murderer Under Death Sentence Com- 
mitted Crim Solf-Defonce. 


Vicronta, B.C,, Deo, 30.—Albert Stroe- 
be), the British Columbia murderer, who 
was recently convicted on purely olroum 
stantial evidence, has vindicated the ver 
dict of the jury by confeasing that he did 
the deed for which he {s sentenced to hang 
on Jan, 80, He alleges, however, that it 
was done in self-defence, but this explana- 
tion, though it will no doubt receive con- 
uideration, ta made too late in the day. 
Stroobel has been twice tried for the crime 
whioh, yelled in much mystery, has been 
brought home to him, Now, after every 
endeayor, including some doubtful swear- 
ing, han failed to prevent a conviction, 
roobel secks to give an entirely new ver: 
ion of the affair, If the deed was done in 
self-defonce, it was a sad blunder not to 
iuke that plea before, aud a blunder 
which will now be hard to remedy, 

The story of the crimo was Inid bare at 
tho trial just concluded. On the evening 
of the 19th of April last anold man named 

John Marshall, a farmer living alone near 
Huntingdon, B.C,, was found dead on the 
threshold of his heme, death having been 
caused by shooting. There was no trace 
by which the detectives could form an 
idea as to who did the deed. It was cad 
dent, however, from the fact that a table 
wet for two, that Marshall had 
«i « visitor on the last evening of 
The pair heel eaten the meal to- 


his life, 
gether before the foul deed had been done. 
A mystery it was and a mystery it would 


have remained had not Mrs. Bartlet, o 
boarding-house keeper, found a revolver 
between the quilt and mattrans of the bed 
occupied by a lodger, Albert Stroebel, who 
was shortly to be married to her daaghter. 
She notified the police of the discovery, 
though she afterwards regretted having 
done so and tried to shield the murderer. 
With the revolver, a rusty old 32-calibre 
Smith & Wesson weapon, were found two 
empty cartridges, which corresponded in 
sizo and make with the bullets extracted 
from the dead man's body, Expert tosti- 
mony showed that the missiles were dis- 
charged from @ rusty weapon, so that in 
three particulars—make, size, and condi- 
tion—the revolver found corresponded with 
the one used by the murderer. This was 
the most damaging evidence against Stroe- 
bel. The motive which prompted the deed 
was alleged to be robbery. 

According to Stroebel’s story Marshall 


told him at the supper table that he want- 
ed to marry Lizzie Bartlet, who, it ap- 
pears, is young enough to have been his 
danghter. Stroebel replied that he was 
engaged tothe girl. Thereupon the old 
man jumped up, says Stroebel, in a state 
of fury, and tried to kill him with an axe, 
and in self-defence hi

ple, | Behold, I am the bright and morning 
star,’ The meaning of my text is this: As 
fhemorning star precedes and promises the 
coming of apay, so Crisp heralds the nat 
oral and spiritual AOA. 

In the frat place, Christ heralded the 
coming of thecreation, There was a time 
when there was no order, no sound of beni 
ty, No wing stirred. No word was ut- 
tered, Nolightsped., Asfar as God could 
look up, aa far down, as far out, there wis 
nothing. Immeasurable solitude, Height

Questions of Interest 
Tle electors will on Monday have an 
oppertunity of expressing an opinion as to 
whether they are in favor of reduciog the 
number of wards to four. Yeu have ex: 
pressed, I believe, your opinion that it is 
advisable to do s0. : 
I may say that when the question came 
upin thecounei! on the motion of Ald. 
Wills I voted for the reduction and also 
for submitting the question to the electors, 
ivisa matter that there is a very great 
divergeace of opinion upon, aud although 
some discussion has taken place there 
does not appear to be much thought given 
to it by the people, I frankly admit that 
provions to this year I was opposed to any 
reduction and argued that as the alder 
men did not coat the gity anything that 
there was nothing lost by having twenty 
one members. And again there wis leas 
chance offorming what is known as ‘rings.’ 
In this there appears to be a greit deal of 
force, 
Tentered the courcil when there were 
only five wards and fifteen aldermen and, 
with the exception of one un'ortunate 
year, the business wus altended to with 
as much, jt not more dispatch, than at 
present. 

If the wards were reduced to four w.th 
three alderman in each ward, there would 
be the possibility ard probabilityofgetti g 
abetterclass of cit'zens to enterthecouncil, 
And the inconsiptency of the small wards 
that pay so snall a portion of the city

The inatter 
came up in the council this year for a 
grant ty the society and after several 
propositions the council off:red to give 
$200 cash provided the show was not held 
upon the grounds owing &» the exorbitant 
demand from the company for a four days 
show. This was the unanimous decision 
of the cotncil and I believe Mr. Chis- 
holmexpresed himselfvery atrcngly against 
Some of the Aldermen because he consid 
ered the interests of the company evident 
ly paramount to that of the city. 

Now the question arisos, why is Mr 
Chisholm desirous of entering the 
council? And suppose thatan efiort be 
make to remit the taxes duethe city by 
the Loan Company or which would have 
some effect to hold a show tue next year 
(1894) upon these grounds at such figures 
as the Loan company has asked, what 
position will their agent be placedin? I 
would not have referred to this matter 
but for the reason that 1 believe that 
everyoue seeking tae _ position of an 
Aldermen should be free from any other 
interest that might possibly come into 
confict with the city’s inte ests,
